Detroit, Nov. 7 (JF)— Strict e n ­ 
fo rc e m e n t of t h e r e t u r n s provia- 
iong of the sales tax law will be 
p u t into effect at once, it was said 
today by J a m e s E. Mogan, m a n a g ­ 
ing director of the sta te board of 
ta x ad m iu istra tio n . 
All 
taxes 
levied u n d e r th e act w^ill bo co n ­ 
side red d u e and payable on or be­ 
fo re th e 15th of the m onth s u c ­ 
ceeding th e one in w hich th e tax 
h a s accrued. 


“ T h e b o a rd now’ feels th a t th e 
provisions of th e act are 
weJl- 
k n o w n to all ta xpayers 
in 
t h e 
s t a t e of M ichigan,” Mogan said. 
“ T h e re fo re it will insist th a t r e ­ 
t u r n s be m a d e on or before the 
15th of th e m o n th as required 
u n d e r defin ite provisions of the 
ac t.” 


R e t u r n s for October, received 
by t h e b o ard after Nov. 15, will 
be su b je ct to penalties imposed 
by th e act, he said. 
The penalty 
is 25 per cent of th e a m o u n t of 
th e ta x due. 


M ogan said th a t up to the p r e s ­ 
ent, p a y m e n ts were accepted up 
to an d Including th e last day of 
th e m o n th following t h a t in w-hloh 
the tax accrued.

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REPEAL TO CUT 
NIRA TAX BILL 


Employment and Relief 
LfCvies 
Amount to 
$212,000,000 Yearly

Washington, (JP) — Prohibition 
repeal will mean, besides th© re­ 
turn of liquor, a freeing o£ tax­ 
payers from “ reemployment and 
r e lief' levies collected under the 
Industrial Recovery Act and esti­ 
mated by congress to amount to 
$212,000,000 a year. 


It likewise w'ill mean addition­ 
al revenue to the government in 
liquor taxes, the amount depend­ 
ing on the levies to be imposed 
by congress. 


W ill Oust NiiiHiinco Taxo« 


T he levies which will be affec­ 
ted by the repeal amendment are 
the extra tax on gasoline imposed 
by the Recovery Act, the tax on 
dividends, the capital stock tax 
and the increased excess profits 
tax. 


The president Is directed by the 
Recovery Act to 
proclaim 
the 
date of the repeal amendment or 
the cloBe of the fiscal year during 
which governmental receipts ex­ 
ceed 
expenditures — whichever 
date is earlier— and certain taxes 
th en RUtomatlcally are reduced 
or eliminated. 


If repeal should become effec­ 
tive early in December, the extra 
one-half 
cent 
tax on gasoline 
would be cut off and the tax re ­ 
duced automatically to one cent 
a gallon on January 1. 
This re­ 
duction would relieve consumers 
from paying about $7 5,000.000 a 
year the government is now col­ 
lecting. 


During the throe months end­ 
ing September 80 the extra ono- 
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half cent tax amounted to almost 
$19,000,000. 
The consumers still 
would pay about $138,000,000 a 
year under the one-cent tax. 


Excise Tiu\ on Divtdciuls 


The 
excise 
tax on dividends, 
which amounts to 5 per cent of 
all 
dividends paid by domestic 
corporations to any persons, de­ 
ducted at the source and paid to 
the government by corporations, 
would cease on the first day of 
the calendar year after the repeal 
amendment Is proclaimed, or on 
January 1, 1934. 


This tax has amounted to n ear­ 
ly $6,000.000 in the 
two 
full 
months for w’hich it has been paid 
and which do not include any of 
the heavy dividend paying months 
At that rate, 
yearly 
payments 
would run to about $34,000,000 
but with 
the 
larger 
dividend 
months 
included 
it 
probably 
would be several million dollars 
more a year. 
Congress estimated 
the annual payment w’ould reach 
$62,000.000. 


The capital stock tax of $1 for 
each $1,000 of the adjusted value 
of the capital stock of every do­ 
mestic corporation 
would 
cease 
after July 1. 1934. 
For the first 
three months of its effectiveness 
the tax brought $65.387.805 into 
the federal treasury. 
Congress 
estimated 
$80,000.000 
a 
year 
would be paid. 


The excess profits tax is pay­ 
able by every corporation on its 
net income at the rate of 5 per 
cent of the portion In excess of 
12 14 per cent of the adjusted d e ­ 
clared value of Its capital stock. 
This tax would end with the cur­ 
rent taxable year. 
No payments 
UJider this levy have 
yet 
been 
made, effective day having been 
set as of October 15. 
Congress 
made no estimate of probable re­ 
ceipts.

little economic significance. 


There are too many variables 


involved in computing production 
cofits, they declare, to apply the 
term to any large group of farms 
in an "average"., sense. 


Even if an "average" cost of 


production wore to bet set, they 
say, any guaranty of that figure 
probably'would result In a shrink- 
age of production—since it would 
be less than the actual production 
costs of about half of the nation's 
farmers. 


Research.'hero 'has •shown" that 


major products raised in the na- 
tion's farm trouble zone—such as 
hogs, corn, wheat and cattle—- 
are produced at wide variations in 
cost on individual farms. 


Wide Cost Rang" 


Such differences were found in 


detailed studies made on 28 farms 
in one Iowa county by Prof. John 
A. Hopkins. Jr.. of Iowa State's 
department of agricultural 
eco- 


nomics, and R. S. Kifer of the fed- 
eral department of agriculture. 


It was discovered in this sur- 


vey that the average cost of pro- 
ducing 100 pounds of pork In the 
three-year period 
1925-27 was 


$9.67, but that individual costs 
ranged from a low of $7.40 on an 
efficiently-operated farm 
to 
a 


high of 
• $18.61, a difference of 
$11.21. 


Similar variations were found 


at ground level. 
Small railways

Held Widely Applicable 


Although these data were ob- 


tained 
from 
only a few farms, 


Dr. Hopkins says the same prin- 
ciple applies to large groups of 
farms today. 


Not 'only .do' actual production 


costs vary greatly on individual 
farms, but there is also a wide 
regional variation. 


For instance, figures obtained 


here 
from 
Cornell 
university 


showed the average cost, of pro- 
ducing a bushel of corn in New 
York state was $2.10 from 1927 
to. 1930. The average yield was 
29.5 bushels an acre, with an av- 
erage of 58 hours of labor to the 
acre to produce the crop. 


in contrast, data'on more than 


500 Iowa farms for 1932 shows 
an average of 55 bushels to the 
acre, with the number of labor 
hours averaging between 16 and 
IS to the acre. 


Two Kinds of Costa 


The science of farm economies 


divides cost of production 
into 


two main categories—fixed 
and 


direct expenditures. 


Under fixed expenses fall such 


coats as taxes, interest, deprecia- 
tion and insurance. Direct costs 
include such items 
as 
labor, 


equipment repairs, livestock and 
crop expense and feeds. 


Because each item is different 


on almost every farm, economists 
declare that "average" cost of 
production is of little or no sig- 
nificance in connection with the 
problem • of maintaining a gfven 
supply of a crop, year after year.
